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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., that there is no 
gap between the lower and middle baffles) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wind Accents and Wind Petals Kinetic Garden Sculptures, www.oakrunstudios.com, dated 
07/07/2002 (Wind Accents). 

Regarding claim 1, Wind Accents discloses a first, second and third baffle wherein the 
first and second baffles have a convex upper surface and the third baffle have a concave upper 
surface. However, Wind Accents does not disclose the first and second baffle having the same 
first diameter and depth. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have a first 
and second diameter and depth being equal since such a modification would have involved a 
mere changed in the size of a component. A change is size is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). Wind 
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Accents further discloses a means for coupling the third baffle between the first and second, a 
means for supporting the baffle being at least one vertically disposed pole. With regards to the 
one vertical pole having a bottom end embedded in a ground surface, it ha been held that the 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPW2d 1647 (1987). Further, it has been held that 
the functional "whereby" statement does not define any structure and accordingly can not serve 
to distinguish. In re Mason, 1 14 USPQ 127, 44 CCPA 937. 

Regarding claim 2, while it is not possible to discern the actual measurements with 
regards to the dimensions of the Wind Accents device, it can clearly be seen that the first 
diameter is greater than the second diameter. With regards to the first depth being less than the 
second depth, it would have been obvious matter of design choice to have the first depth being 
less than the second depth, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the 
size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

With regards to claim 4, as can be seen in the Figure, the first, second and third baffle 
have a central aperture (inherent based upon the concentric stacking of the baffles) with a means 
for coupling passing there through. 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, reference discussion above of claims 1, 2 and 4. 

Regarding claim 9, reference discussion of claim 4 above. 
4. Claims 3, 7, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wind Accents in view of Fielder et al., US Patent 4,767,088 (Fielder). 
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Wind Accents discloses the invention substantially as claimed as discussed above with 
regards to claims 1, 2 and 4. However, Wind Accents does not disclose a multi-segmented 
support pole. Fielder teaches within the same field of endeavor the use of a multi-segmented 
support pole for the purpose of compact size for shipment (column 3, line 44). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a 
multi-segmented pole as taught by Fielder with the invention of Wind Accents in order to 
provide for more compact size during shipping. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 1-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Wind Accents discloses the general inventive concept as claimed with respect to the baffle 
assembly and location with respect to the first, second and third baffle. Given this disclosure, 
modifications in the change of size would be considered an obvious matter of design choice. 
However, as the mechanical components are not capable of being discerned, any modification to 
the design would require improper hindsight from the applicant's own disclosure. As such, the 
claimed coupling assembly having a T-shaped cylindrical collar, threaded shaft and internal 
fasteners cannot be considered an obvious modification. 
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Conclusion
